An affinity between Kai Lin, 
the oldest Wang child, and Plum-Blossom develops and from him she receives an education. 
When he returns from his studies which have exposed him to Western democratic concepts, 
he befriends Plum-Blossom as an equal. Internal struggle, civil war, and disaster to 
the Wangs bring the two young people even closer together and make possible a marriage 
between them. A good story, told with delicacy, Plum-Blossom and Kai Lin does not read 
like a treatise on slavery, but rather presents its issues tastefully as an integral part 
of the story. A vivid picture of Chinese customs and manners further enhances the novel.

Gerson, Noel B. Doubleday 
THE YANKEE FROM TENNESSEE $3.95 


Here is a fiction version of the life of Andrew Johnson, the former inden- 
tured servant and tailor who became President of the United States, narrowly missed 
impeachment, was the first former President ever to be elected to the Senate, and a 
man whose conscience led him into difficult paths. Although a politican of enormous 
personal popularity and great oratorical gifts he failed to keep Tennessee in the 
Union during the Civil War and, as a Southerner whose convictions on the inviolabil- 
ity of the Union matched those of Abraham Lincoln, he won many enemies. In Washington, 
still representing his constituents although considered a traitor by his state, to 
test the Constitutional principle of the division of powers, he deliberately engin- 
eered his own impeachment and his faith was justified. What emerges from this book 
is the picture-in-balance of a man who was right - and knew it - almost every step of 
the way and of his public and private life. It includes details of the lives of his 
five children and his wife Eliza as well as enough general background on the Civil War 
to make his career and the devotion and hostility he inspired understandable. (The 
point of view is thoroughly Northern.) Carefully researched, this is as sturdy and 
steady as this author's previous novels. (LC: 60-10671) 


Gregor, Manfred Random House 
THE BRIDGE $3 .50 


Translated from the German this is a recollection of certain events which 
occurred ten years previously at the close of the last war. The narrator has returned 
by chance to the small town and the bridge which he and his friends were to hold against 
the advancing Americans. Germany was obviously losing the war and had begun desperately 
putting old men and boys into the uniforms of the dead. Albert Mutz and his six com- 
panions were conscripted out of their classrooms, trained to take part in more deadly 
games and assigned to defend the bridge though it was thought that the measure was only 
a delaying action. The novel consists of flashbacks, accounts of the boys’ short his- 
tories, demonstrating their differences, their ordinariness, and the ironies of fate 
which led them to the place where eventually they would die. Though all around them 
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men are deserting, the boys, scarcely aware of their own reasons, determine to hold the 
bridge at all costs: it has become an inexorable symbol. Their decision of course is as 
meaningless as the fact that just one of them should survive and Mutz's return to the 

scene years later offers no further enlightenment. It's a carefully constructed novel, S 
more universal in theme than the post war complaints of Germany's angry young men that 

have been translated here. Unfortunately this translation into Americanisms lessens the

THE FACES OF BLOOD KINDRED - $3.50 


Ten short stories and a novella by a Southern writer have the South, Rome and 
New York as their background. Story is perhaps too strong a designation. Most of them 
are brief and sketchy, structured upon a single incident and mood, and since some of the 
characters which appear in several of the stories are related, there is an impression 
that a few of the pieces were originally intended for a single novel. The mood is one 
of poetic reminiscence of origins: grown children reveal their pasts; those still in the 
South have gained a new sense of dimension, those who escape a new sense of hope. The mood 
is also one of waiting. The eccentric sister, in the novella, waits for a pension which 
never comes, ends, still waiting, in a madhouse. The displaced Southerners also wait- for 
the touchstone of a flower, the remembrance of a May Day, etc. Many of these pieces are 
delicate and moving and the first story, an account of Negroes who are establishing their 
own sect, is filled with a fierce, delightful self-righteousness. A special talent here

There are some extremely non-scholarly liberties taken in this retelling of the 
story of the Greek hero Heracles (Romanized to Hercules). Raised by shepherds, his par- 
entage undecided, he and his half-brother Right Doer, on reaching manhood, are sent as 
tribute, with a group of Theban youths and maidens, to the court of the tyrant Eurytus and, 
to rescue his companions from bondage, Heracles first kills the wrestler Antaeus and then 
undertakes his famous labors. : Right Doer, the hunter Acteon, and Nessus (here not a 
centaur but one of the first Greeks to ride a horse) help him in the very modernized labors 
(the flesh-eating birds become mosquitoes, the boar a river, and the Hydra of Lernaea a 
gaseous swamp). Throughout are Heracles' involved intrigues with Eurytus' daughters, 
Megara and Iole, a priestess of Artemis, as well as lusty affairs with other Greek maidens. 
With Iole unmasked in her villainous efforts, Heracles escapes death at her hands, to live 
happily with Megara whom he has married. He also solves the mystery of his parentage which 
ends the legend-being-born that Zeus was his father - it was Achilles. Mr. Marshall, un- 
doubtedly enjoying his revisions of the fable, has - in perhaps letting his mind wander 
too widely - set up some obvious targets for scholars and knowledgeable critics. (LC:60-11387)

Simon, Joan : Atheneum 
PORTRAIT OF A FATHER $4.50 


This is the story of: the man Saul Bettelheimer. It is also the story of an era 7 
and a dynasty. In the world of arts, the name of Bettelheimer is synonymous with great 
affluence and discernment. Unable to paint himself, the scion of a multimillionaire New 
York Jewish family devotes his life to the collection and subsidization of fine paintings. 
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A Victorian in morals, an avant garde, modern in his addiction to Freudian analysis, 
Saul Bettelheimer enforces his powerful personality on the artists whom he patronizes, 
on his beautiful wife Medeline, and on his daughters who love and fear him. His world 
of perfectly appointed town houses, of luxurious country estates preserves an atmos- 
phere totally incongruous with the modern scene of split level living. It is a world 
in which servants and family bow to his eccentric beckonings, in which there is time 
for elegant conversation, in which children commit only minor rebellions. It is a 
world in which Saul Bettelheimer reigns and his beautiful wife, at once sophisticated 
and naive, acquiesces, exerting her power through her beauty, grateful for the master- 
ful commands of her master. And bolstered by power and possession, it is a world in 
which fear and death has its special dominion to which even Saul Bettelheimer ultima- 
tely must bend. Loosely written, there is a Proustian complexity here in the reminis- 
cences of Saul Bettelheimer's daughter as she pays homage to her distinguished parent 
(who will remind many of a celebrated New York art patron), the formidable and pathe- 
tic man of paradoxes.

Herlihy, James Leo Dutton 
ALL FALL DOWN $3.95 


James Leo Herlihy, a contributor to the Paris Review, is the author of The 
Sleep of Baby Filbertson and Other Stories. His short stories though perverse and 
steeped in the psychically grotesque were imaginative, sometimes funny and touching. 
This novel, unlike the stories, which gave one the impression that the characters 
were left dangling in mid-air, brings to a conclusion the attitudes of the kind of 
people Herlihy seems to favor. The Williams are a strange family. Ralph was a 
Socialist who went into real estate because his wife Annabel assured him that a good 
liberal could also be a shrewd businessman. They have two sons, Clinton, who spends 
his time filling notebooks with people's conversation, and Berry-berry, a psychopath 
who travels around the country, in and out of scrapes and jail. The book is mainly 
an account of Clinton's search for some kind of contact with his brother. At one 
point this search leads him to a bordello on the west coast of Florida and the know- 
ledge of Berry-berry's usual companions. Eventually Berry-berry comes home to 
Cleveland and apparently falls in love with the beautiful Echo O'Brien, daughter of 
his mother's clairvoyant school chum. But Berry-berry who had been only using Echo, 
rejects her and she kills herself. Clinton then turns on his brother, determines to 
kill him, but can't. Somehow out of this dismal mess Clinton manages to salvage 
something of himself and the book ends on the upbeat. Herlihy's characters are very 
‘close to the people Flannery O'Connor creates. There's something terribly wrong with 
them and the fact that their essential problems are the same as everyone else's has 
two effects: it both intensifies the horror of their dilemmas and permits the reader 
not to take them too seriously. Herlihy's book is special. (1C:60-12090 )

An unusual book, written in a rough, swirling, rather impersonal style, like a 
Sketch drawn in strong charcoal, this tells a black and white French Gothic tale, full 
of shadowy forests, symbolic beasts, and guilty love. It is saved from melodrama by the 
realistic peasant character of his heroine, Adrienne. Adrienne, orphaned, grows up and 
works her farm under the rather roving eye of her uncle Louis, who seduces her on her 
16th birthday. They are alike in needs, aims, and blood, and Adrienne is wholly content 
with him, alone save for a half-wild wolf sized dog, Diable. But the guilt-ridden Louis 
leaves her when she becomes pregnant; Diable runs back to the woods during the birth and 
death of her child; and Adrienne is given to the care of nuns. Deprived of all outlets 
for her enormous strengths, Adrienne revenges herself by seducing a young, would-be 
priest, Raoul. He leaves the church and is forced to marry her- but he too is tormented 
by guilt and abuses her. There are further stark and desolate incidents- and at the close 
Adrienne pays for her strength in life by losing all. A harsh, violent, excessive but 
emotionally convincing tale- which may seem alien to most American readers.

THE INHABITANTS $4.00 


The City (published in 1953) was a stereoscopic portrait of New York City in 
its various locales and attitudes, all of which were unrelievedly grim. The Inhabitants 
is also set inWew York but concentrates on the teeming sordidness of Harlem and East 
Harlem and is told from the viewpoint of a social worker for the welfare Department. ‘The 
attitude of the book is one of hopeless anger, bureaucratic resignation, above all compas- 
sion, for the narrator makes the system's final inexcusable mistake: he becomes involved 
with his clients. Phillips has a case load of 85 families who have no income except the 
welfare checks and the novel consists of accounts of the sick, the aged, the people out of 
work, the women with their bastards and the characters who are simply living off the re- 
lief rolls. There are accounts too of the welfare workers whose jobs totally depress them, 
whose take home pay is sometimes less than the checks they dispense and who stay with the 
Job, in many cases, because they're Negro and educated and can only make it through the 
Civil Service. It is the author's attitude that there never will be any escape for these 
people so long as relief is open to them from their first day here; on the other hand 
they're here, and victimized, and one does what one can. The very same situations have 
been dealt with recently though not in novel form and this book, incorporating several 
viewpoints, serves to further dramatize an already intense problem. (LC: 60-11451)

THE SOT-WEED FACTOR $6.95 


Ebenezer Cooke, an innocent like Candide, was born in Maryland but raised in 
17th century England. His initial difficulty is that his tutor teaches him to make a 
game of learning so that later he can find no reason to choose between philosophies, 
careers or simple actions during the thirty years to follow. An incredibly complex 
plot (and some 1100 pages) take him to the New World to manage his father's estate. He 
becomes involved with pirates, the law, Indian "salvages", and religious and political 4 
intrigues. He loses the estate in several different ways, tracks down the mystery of his 
tutor's ancestry, finds and loses the girl he loves (a whore, Joan Toast) several times, 
and is involved in many adventures with his twin sister, his servant, and shipmates, 
pirates, colonists and political figures. While intricate, the plot is clear and full 
of the manners, morals and language of the period with a great display of poetic and 
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philosophic knowledge. Echoes of Boccaccio, Cervantes, Voltaire and Rabelais are to 
be found in what is essentially a satire of a certain period done with care and style 

and learning. However, the literary models Mr. Barth has chosen give him ample scope 

for pornography and scatology and all the archaism will not disguise the elements and 

incidents of disgust and distaste which were certainly prominent in his earlier modern 
allegory, The End of the Road.

The bloody doings in Scotland in 1692 are the basis of a romance, of a his- 
torical retelling and of a deed that echoes in the names of the Campbells and Mac- 
Donalds. King William III ("the Dutch King"), and his demand for a sworn oath of 
allegiance from the clans, is not obeyed by the MacIan of Clan Donald until after its 
expiration date and Carnoch and other clan hamlets along the Coe River become the 
target for the Master of Stair who sends Captain Robert Campbell of Glenlyon with 
troops to wipe them out. The strategy calls for Glenlyon to quarter his men as guests 
of the glen while they presumably rest before they take Glengarry, who has never 
signed. Staying, they and the glen people become friends, work and play together, and 
it is a Campbell, Lt. Jamie, who sees the planned betrayal, keeps Fiona MacDonald in 
hiding, and deserts Glenlyon to travel 400 miles to London to get the ear of the King. 
A gallant act en route earns him the Marquis of Claremont's assistance and, in spite 
of prison and torture, he makes his plea for a pardon. He arrives too late but is 
able to help Fiona's brothers to effect the deliverance of the survivors of the 
massacre that is to keep the “name of Campbell accursed forever". A Highlands tragedy, 
this is served by an able narrator whose history and fiction are in effective balance.

But she acts out of 
the hopeless notion that things depend on her. When eventually these two people meet 
their search for love and themselves is given meaning. Their story is given further 
credence in the characters who support then: the Monsignor who tells Bowles that there 
is nothing worse than self-deception in religion; Catherine's boss, Chris, who could find 
meaning in nothing; the alcoholic ex-Catholic who gives hope and forgiveness to Bowles out 


of his own despair; and the several curates in the parish who are solid, worldly men to 
whom Bowles is only an enigma. It's a strong story, one which on the surface may seem 


implausible because it is, one suspects, so rare. Nevertheless the particular characters 
are absolutely convincing and their problems become genuine and universal; loneliness, a 
longing for someone or something which is unnamable and which indeed may never exist, a 
belief which is part despair and a hope which carries with it grief and sorrow and desperate 
unhappiness.

A rambling if well-researched novel tells the story of the three day (September 
14-17, 1862) battle of Antietam from two sides-- that of historical fact and that of 
some historical characters involved. In this case history wins, and the background of 
the battle is fully filled in: the skirmishes between McClellan and Lee; the discovery 
by McClellan's men of lost Confederate orders; McClellan's vacillations; and the battle 
itself- "the bloodiest, least decisive and most absurd battle ever fought in the Re- 
public". In this setting are these characters: the drunken, unhappy Captain Leonard 
and Private Finnigan of the Army of the Potomac; Bell, the Rebel with a toothache; the 
newly widowed Elizabeth; the harelipped Tipton; etc., etc. While they talk and think 
private thoughts some men die and some live and get drunk; two Northern deserters are 
brutally hanged; the battle begins, and wanes, and at the end- in Elizabeth's words- 
"There is nothing to discuss". What there is to discuss is the useless brutality of L 
war, but how many spectators will stay the course to reach this conclusion is doubtful- 
over and above those not surfeited with the particulars of this conflict.

But even when 
Vaclav dies, leaving his mother bereft, and Natasha becomes pregnant, Tim is aimles---- 
and after an interminably talked-over abortion, Natasha commits suicide. This may be a 
real life situation, and it is reasonably touching, but the air of sweet sad lostness 

is irritatingly unjustified. Neither Tim nor Natasha are ever rebelling against anything- 
they are merely drifting... This book has had some advance attention in critical circles 
as expressing a truth about modern young people; perhaps so- but the truth seems somehow 
more complex.

And with the dazzling cunning of his mind he 
sets out to satisfy his society, aping all its grimaces of pain and pleasure, feeling, 
all the while, nothing. Charlie Carewe's clinical lack of empathy makes him a poten- 
tial killer and pervert as is first manifest in his blinding of a childhood friend, 
his attack on a girl at college, and later in bigamy, blackmail and the criminal care- 
lessness which results in the death of his crippled brother-in-law and young niece. 
Although the clinical facts of Mary Astor's book are intriguing and indispensable to 
her novel, they are not presented here as a treatise on psychopathology but are woven 
into an engrossing story of a man and those he hurts. The fact of madness is handled 
with imagination so that Charlie Carewe emerges as a force of evil almost mystical in 
proportion, while the struggle of those surrounding him is woven into a pattern of 
credible and interesting events.

Treasure-hunting is both an adolescent dream and a surprisingly lucrative 
business, and this fascinating and apparently authentic book by an explorer and pro- 
fessional treasure-hunter tells everything possible about it: where lost or hidden 
riches may be found and of what they consist, the equipment needed to find them, and 
the dangers and legal problems encountered in the search. Here is treasure of all 
kinds: the lost gold of the Mayas and pirate treasure still buried on the Atlantic 
coast and in Central America; modern uranium deposits and Spanish treasure ships lost 
in hurricanes; the still unfound hoard of Pancho Villa in Mexico, and the British 
pay-ship Huzzar, lost in the East River in 1780 and still lying with her gold some- 
where near Hell Gate. The author gives an excellent account of the salvage work on 
the Laurentic, torpedoed off Ireland in 1917 with £5,000,000 in gold bullion, most of 
which was recovered; he has himself explored Padre Island, off Texas, and found some 
treasure; he has tried and failed to find the "Lost Dutchman” mine in Arizona and has 
explored remote islands and jungles and bat-filled caves. Showing little mark of the 
ghost, written in straightforward and not always grammatical English, this exciting 
book will appeal to treasure-hunters of both sexes and all ages, professional, arm- 
chair and amateur.

Hagedorn, Hermann Macmillan 
THE HYPHENATED FAMILY $4.50 


* In this charmingly written book the 79-year-old author -- poet, biographer, 
novelist, author of The Roosevelt Family of Sagamore Hill, ete. -- tells of his 
"hyphenated" German-American family, and how he himself managed to escape its hyphen- 
ation and become a complete American. The author's father, also named Hermann, was 
reared in Gottingen, Germany, under the domination of an iron-willed mother and two 
interfering spinster sisters; coming to America as a young man, he settled in Brooklyn 
and to his mother's fury married a delightful German-American girl, Annie Schwedler; 
the author, born in 1881, was the youngest of their five children. Living a German 
existence in New York, knowing only things German, the elder Hagedorn sent his two 
Older sons to be educated in Germany and each year returned to Gottingen with his 
wife and other children; in 1905, a rich man, he went back to Germany to live -- and 
to discover that the real Germany was not the country of his dreams. Beset with his 
elderly sisters, betrayed by his own sentimentality and ruined by the first War, he 
died, mourning his dead wife, in the great house he had built for himself. At the 
insistence of his mother the author escaped a German fate; declaring that he must be 
an American, she sent him to American schools, where he discovered an unknown country 
and made new friends, and at last married an American wife; this story of the making 
of an American is particularly touching.

THE DAYUMA STORY $3.95 


Subtitled "Life Under Auca Spears" and sponsored by the Wycliffe Bible Trans- 
lators, this dedicated and often confusing book tells of the ferocious Auca Indians of 
Ecuador , who in 1856 murdered five Wycliffe missionaries, and of an Auca girl, Dayuma, 
who was brought to this country and converted to Christianity by another missionary, 
Rachel Saint, sister to one of the murdered men. Neglecting the murdered missionaries 
for Dayuma and her complicated family, the book tells at length of the ferocious Aucas, 
who until recently killed for the fun of killing, murdering their wives, children, 
friends and rivals as they did their enemies. When her father was speared by a tribal 
bully, Dayuma fled for her own life, reaching safety at a Shell oil base, where she 
was put to work at a nearby hacienda. Here, eight years later, she was found by 
Rachel Saint, who was determined to bring the Word of God to the Aucas, as yet un- 
visited by any white person. Through Dayuma Rachel learned the Auca language, in re- 
turn teaching the girl the rudiments of English and telling her of God; in 1957 she 
brought Dayuma to this country, appearing with her on Ralph Edwards' This Is Your 
Life TV program, making tape recordings with her of Auca speech, introducing her to 
snow, and fully converting her to Christianity. In 1958-59 Dayuma, with Rachel and 
Other missionaries, went back to the Aucas, a highly dangerous undertaking for the 
whites; now, thanks to their efforts, the Aucas are discarding killings and nakedness 
for Christianity, industry and clothes. Pervaded by true religious fervor and unos- 
tentatious bravery, this book, which cries for editorial revision, will appeal largely 
to missionaries, church members, anthropologists and philologists; laymen patient 
enough to struggle with its opaque style and its emphasis on Salvation may find it 
rewarding reading.

When completed, the Kariba Dam on the Zambesi River in Northern Rhodesia will 
form a lake wider than the English Channel, displacing 50,000 natives and many more 
thousands of wild animals. This short book written by an English television producer 
and sponsored by the Fauna Preservation Society of London, tells of "Operation Noah”, 
the often unsuccessful efforts of a few men to rescue these dying animals from the rising 
waters of Kariba Lake. In the opinion of at least one reader the author fails to realize 
fully the possibilities of his dramatic story. Writing in accepted TV style, with an eye 
to audience reaction and camera shots rather than to scientific detail, he tells more of 
the discomforts involved in "Operation Noah” than of rescued animals or displaced natives, 
and barely mentions the immense potentialities of the Kariba Dam. Some passages, such as 
those describing the rescue of elephants from a foundering island, are excellent; others, 
deprived of a TV screen and the voice of a commentator, are dull. Brief postscript notes 
fill some of the scientific gaps in the narrative, but the many excellent photographs are 
named only in an index. A book designed primarily for "viewers" rather than "readers," 
this limited but still interesting volume should appeal to animal lovers, camera enthu- 
siasts, youthful would-be explorers and those 7/7 addicts who do open a book. The reel

Deutsch, Hermann B. RUDOLPH MATAS $5.95 


Here is a fascinating and detailed biography that is a ledger of medical 
progress in the United States as well as a record of historic value. Rudolph Matas, one 
of the pioneers of surgery, was a young man beginning his residency at Charity Hospital 
in New Orleans when the worst yellow fever epidemic of the century paralyzed the city in 
1867. He worked and continued his studies with relentless dedication. At 19 he was a 
lab technician with the Yellow Fever Commission in Havana, a practicing doctor before his 
2lst birthday. By the time he was 24 he had advanced new theories on appendix inflamma- 
tions, shortly after won fame for a technique of vascular surgery, the "Matas operation”. 
In the colorful years that followed he was instrumental in the solution of the yellow 
fever problem, conducted a formidable schedule of daring operations, teaching and writing. 
In his 70 years as a surgeon and general practitioner he contributed mightily to operative 
techniques. The book details these innovations as well as a discerning study of his 
personal life against a well researched kaleidoscope of his era -- skillfully written for 
students, medical historians and the general biography reader. It is not quite as unu- 
sual however as John Kobler's The Reluctant Surgeon which appeared earlier this year.

Deserting medieval romance for present-day fact, the prolific author of The 

Black Rose, The Three Edwards, The Moneyman, etc., here directs his capable narrative 
talents toward a tale o1 mouern adventure: the invention of the telephone by Alexander 
Graham Bell. Originally from Scotland, the Bell family lacked neither money nor inventive 
ability; when in 1870 the elder Alexander Bell -- Melville Bell -- brought his deaf wife 
and delicate son, Alexander Graham, from London to Brantford, Ontario, Canada, he was 
famous as the inventor of "visible speech" still taught in schools for the deaf, and 
Alexander was deep in telegraphic inventions, in particular the "multiple telegraph." 
Grahem Bell, his health improved, went to Boston to teach, where he continued his inventions » 
and interested two men in his patents: Thomas Sanders and Gardiner Greene Hubbard, forming 
with them the Bell Patent Association and later marrying Hubbard's beautiful deaf daughter. 
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Convinced that he could transmit human speech over an electric current, Graham 
returned to Brantford and his experiments, and in 1875, largely by accident, achieved 
his dream; the next year at the Philadelphia Exposition he proved that it was 
practical. This fascinating book will hold a wide appeal, to inventors, scientists, 
teachers, readers of biography and youngsters dreaming of new fields to conquer.

DUEL AT THE BRINK $3.95 


* This is an excellent, fairminded account of the career of John Foster 
Dulles as Secretary of State. The authors have confined themselves to what they 
call the distinctive Dulles issues and the principal source of their information has 
been the disclosures of the statesmen and diplomats with whom Dulles dealt. They 
discuss the various images of the Secretary - the Reformation character, the im- 
mobilist, the architectonic statesman, the liberator, etc., etc. and decide that 
no one view of Dulles is correct. They deal with his relationships with the heads 
of state - his friendship with Adenauer, the strain with Eden, the difficulties 
with Molotov and his unique relationship with Eisenhower in which Dulles, while 
never exceeding his mandate as Secretary, was the prime mover of American foreign 
policy. They examine in detail the various crises which were Dulles' legacy in 
the State Department (which included almost every part of the globe) and in summary 
present a "balance sheet" of his successes and failures on the following areas: 
liberation, Indo China, Russia in the Middle East, the balance of military power, 
Soviet and U.S. propaganda, West Germany, the Common Market, Suez, Lebanon, SEATO. 
In the authors' estimation Dulles emerges about even. They make the point that 
Moscow's staggering advances during the Dulles era had their roots not in Dulles' 
failures but in the fantastic misjudgments and errors of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion in dealing with the Soviet Union. And though they take note of Dulles’ faults- 
his too great detachment, too much logic, not enough intuition, the alarming reaches 
of his anti-Communist rhetoric, his penchant for the extravagant statement, they 
conclude that his departure from the scene has left an obvious sense of vacuum. They 
attribute the fading of resentment and dislike of Dulles partly to his heroic final 
performance and partly to the belief that he had become more flexible towards the end. 
The book is actually more impartial than its title would lead one to believe. An 
important book which will receive critical attention.

Carol Erwin was a madam in the boomtowns of the south and southwest after 
World War I and later in Alaska up until World War II. Her account of life in 
America's more rural and lusty bordellos is a straightforward one, good natured and 
often funny. And Carol Erwin herself emerges as a plucky and likable person, Born 
into a family of Okies she ran away at fourteen, rode the rails for years around the 
country (somehow managing to stay intact for longer than one would imagine), had 
various odd jobs, usually as a waitress in the hash joints, finally became a wine 
girl in a Wyoming house. But she didn't like the way it was run and decided to open 
one of her own. At first she just sold drinks but she was a good businesswoman, men 
liked her, she liked them, she took no nonsense and was on her way in a life which 
was necessarily itinerant, always exciting. She had a few disastrous love affairs, 
opened several other businesses, nearly lost a leg in a car accident, met Clarence 
Darrow and Pretty Boy Floyd (neither of whom were customers), finally opened a 
brothel in Fairbanks which brought in between $3000 and $5000 a night. But the 
competition was too stiff, she left, and today at 62 she has no trade but no com- 
plaints. Obviously the book lacks the glamour of Polly Adler's revelations and 
won't have its market value but it's an interesting story.

But, he reveals, in spite of the fact that he © 
gained a reputation as the Good News Man (even in the darkest hours of the War) he was 
himself, all his life, beset by such fears and phobias that he was incapable of meeting 
people, sometimes even incapable of tying his shoelaces. Now living in Florida he has 
overcome his difficulties, learned to relax and take things as they come (though he 
doesn't say how). Gabriel Heatter devoted his public career (chiefly on We the People) 
to giving others heart. Maybe the story of a man who was terribly insecure in the midst 
of fame and plenty will console some readers.

Gunther, John Harper 
TAKEN AT THE FLOOD: The Story of Albert D. Lasker $4.95 


The eminent John Gunther has written a long, well-rounded biography of 
the amazing man who made advertising what it is today. Albert D. Lasker is known 
to Madison Avenue as the master of the hard sell, a man whose intense personality 
dominated an entire industry for over four decades. Through a life of prodigious 
successes, disillusion and fruitful rebirth, Albert Lasker made $45,000,000 by 
sheer brain power. A thwarted newspaperman, Lasker was given a position by Lord & 
Thomas as a favor to his well-to-do father; he came to his new job with a strong 
dislike for advertising and its moguls. But the dislike soon changed to passionate 
devotion, and by his early twenties he was drawing $50,000 a year, and while still 
in his thirties, he became sole owner of Lord & Thomas, drawing a million a year 
before the advent of the income tax. A brilliant and creative mind served him well 
as he changed the habits of millions of Americans. In 1910 when a superabundance 
of citrus fruit plagued the Sunkist Growers of California, Lasker evolved a fantas- 
tic campaign to make “orange juice," then still a novelty. Some of his favorite 
slogans were "Keep That School Girl Complexion" for Palmolive Soap; "The Grains That 
Are Shot From Guns" for Quaker Oats; and the slogan of slogans, “Reach for a Lucky 
Instead of a Sweet." With clever foresight, he made smoking respectable for women, 
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co-invented the four-door car with the president of Studebaker, and spent a large sum of 

money to find a way of growing grass on West Coast golf courses, previously believed 
impossible. He also helped defeat the League of Nations, supported One-World Willkie, “ee 
cleaned up baseball, spent a year trying to save Leo M. Frank from Atlanta lynch laws, 

opposed Cox and then became his close friend. In spite of all of these activities and 
accomplishments, Lasker managed to elude the public eye. There is no question that 

Gunther's proficient biography will not only introduce him- but make him very familiar

Dichter, Ernest Doubleday 
THE STRATEGY OF DESIRE Vw $3.95 


Dr. Ernest Dichter is the Director of thelnstitute of Motivational Research. 
In this book which is not really readable enough to be popular (in spite of its title) 
or technical enough to be of value to students the author begins by defending motivational 
research against such detractors as Vance Packard. Dr. Dichter argues that since many 
of our daily decisions are governed by motivations over which we have no control and of | 
which we are often unaware the only debatable factor surrounding the subject of persuasion 
is its goal and purpose. The book deals with the techniques of persuasion - what makes 
people act the way they do, how they can be motivated, the application of social science 
to the problems of human behavior and the psychology of personality. Most of the author's 
examples are drawn from the commercial field and industrial problems - the symbolism of 
certain products and are discussed under such headings as: "the emotional facets of glass", 
"the secret life of a fruit", "the soul of metals", "textiles: the fabric of life", etc., 
etc. Actually the book covers everything from the need for a "psychological creed" to 
creating an acceptable image of America for export. Dr. Dichter does not accept the idea 
that rational motivations are more moral and more acceptable than irrational ones and he 
does not believe that a division between cognitive and emotional behavior is relevant in 
the area of "persuasion". But there's another point which the opponents of motivational 
research usually bring up and which Dr. Dichter does not deal with: apart from the argu- 
ment over just how beneficial this new knowledge is, a lot depends on who does the 
persuading.

Constantine Aristides Kokenes' ambition to have his be the first family in a 
private plane (a single engine and a second hand machine at that) to circumavigate 
South America is the basis of this account, told by his wife, now his widow. She tells 
of their long distance, and war-interrupted, romance, of the succession of planes after 
their marriage, and of the development of Connie's idea which led to a successful 1,900 
mile flight with their 6 year old son Tiko. Taking off from Florida, to Cuba, Trinidad, 
via the Dutch Guianas, they flew the east coast, crossed the continent and came up the 
West, flew jungles and oceans, and toured further at every point of arrival. Itis a 
personal, warming story of uncharted incident, chance meetings that made new friends, 
and of out of the way places; it is also an account of the formalities of such informal 
travel with the customs and immigration regulations to be met in each country; it is a 
record of individual flight that has a very personal atmosphere. If ever a book on flying 
is for women, this is it- for the Cuban-born Mrs. Kokenes plays this with a highly emotional 
hand, with an ending in which, her husband and child killed, she is finding her way to a 
livable future.

The story of a woman who was a theatrical dynamo, this autobiography 
(finished shortly before her death) is also the story of the Theater Guild, the 
organization which substantially altered the character of American theater. Theresa 
Helburn was a well-educated, well-traveled young lady determined to be a writer. 
Stage-struck, she dallied with the Washington Square Players but instead found her- 
self rearing a play-producing organization which eventually became the raison d'etre 
of her life. Her book is a companion piece to Clurman's The Fervent Years, for the 
Guild was to theater production what the Group Theater was to the art of acting. 
The Guild brought the work of men like G. B. Shaw and Eugene O'Neill as well as many 
European authors to American attention, launched the first great musicals (0k/lahoma 
and Carousel), established the practice of subscription support. Miss Helburn dis- 
cusses with fine literacy her ideas on the theater and what makes a good play, her 
system of casting ("from the pit of my stomach"), and records some historic corres- 
pondence. Her autobiography is an informal handbook on the growth of the theater 
and Terry Helburn's role was a stellar one.

A tremendous amount of research and investigation has gone into this study 
of life, as it was lived by ordinary men and women, on the Cumberland before 1803. 
It ranges from Virginia and the Carolinas to Tennessee with the opening of ways into 
the wilderness that were made possible by the woodsmen and hunters and over which 
traveled the traders, the settlers and the farmers. From old records, journals and 
surveys come the facts of how they built their houses, what they wore and ate, what 
furniture they had and how it was used, what were their tools, guns and other equip- 
ment, and how their skills developed. It is a record too of discovery and travels, 
of Indians end Attakullakulla (Little Carpenter, a Cherokee) in particular, of the 
years it took to learn to conquer the woods and acquire the mastery of existence in 
these new lands, and of changes that resulted. A carefully filled in picture of the 
"seedbed of the west", this provides a valuable reference book, with innumerable 
foot-notes, for other researchers and scholars, and an important regional source book.

The “right-hand men” of this long and readeble biogrsephy by e vrofessor of 
History at Columbia, author of msny similar studies, is George Welbridge Perkins, Morgan 
partner, finencial genius and political visionary, "one of the most successful, contro- 
versiel and interesting Americans of the early 20th century" who is todey little known. 
Born in Chicago in 1862, son of a warden of a boys' reform school, Perkins, who never 
went to high school, became a master of corporate finance and at 30, es vice-president of 
the New York Life Insurance Co., revolutionized the insurance business. Offered 4 partner- 
ship by J.P. Morgan on their first meeting, he was for 10 years Morgon's partner and pub- 
lic relations men, helped form U.S. Steel and created International Farvester; 25 en ad- 
mirer of Theodore Roosevelt he was one of the founders of the Bull Moose Party, and with 
Roosevelt and Morgan was one of the creators of the Palisades Interstate Park. Beginning 
his phenomenal career with New York Life at a time when "tontine” insurence was legitimate, 
Perkins, whose personel integrity was higher than his sense of corporate morals, became 
involved in the insurance scandals of the early 1920's and was indicted, but not convicted, 
for larceny and forgery. In later years he campaigned for industrial co-operetion under 
huge corporations as an antidote to the demands of organized lebor. He died in 1°20, at the 
ege of 58. This meticulously documented book will appeal to students of “mericen finence, & 
insur:nce and politics and belongs both in financial and historical libraries, but others 
may find it weighty.

Where Helm's Treasure Hunting Around The World (P. 473) is concerned with 
possible riches in all kinds of treasure hunts, this devotes itself to underwater 
finds and has two points of concentration - the efforts to locate the Monitor off 
Cape Hatteras and the three expeditions to the galleon lying off Yucatan at Matan- 
ceros. Sparked by Robert Marx of the Marines, Blair not only whipped up magazine 
interest in the Monitor project but also got bitten by the skin-diving bug so that 
when they were unsuccessful in pinpointing the sunken ship he was ready to join 
Marx in tropic waters for a search that led to the galleon. The early dives led to 
& bigger project and that in turn attracted the Mexican skin diving organization 

& which joined them in expanded activites. Since the last work party had a continually 
harassing spook in attendance (storms, food, sickness, etc.) the rewards of some 
1200 "goodies" were really earned. Their "goodies" led to international correspon- 
dence to establish the identity and story of the galleon, which usually >rought to 
light odd bits of history.

Every detail 
of that painter's life which might lead to a more comprehensive view of his works is 
tastefully put down here by his respectful biographer: his boyhood in Le Havre; his 
early talent for caricature which led to a premature fame; the influence of Boudin 
who implored the arrogant young boy to turn his talents to a more serious vein; the_ 
hostility of his family toward his artistic aspirations; his futile attempts to find 
the proper academic schooling in the fashionable ateliers of Paris; his apprentice- 
Ship under the strong hand of the half-Jewish, half-Creole, Pissaro; the influence 
of Jongkind which further heightened his perception of landscape; his love and de- 
pendence on his model and wife, the ailing Camille; the scandals caused by his 
Dejeuner Sur l’Herbe and Odalisque; his response to the Japanese craze; constant 
deprivation; the final acceptance in 1882 of impressionism; the last years as a 

a recluse, and the ultimate return in fantasy to boyhood and Camille. Monet is 
captured here as a man whose potency, spirit, and mind resided in the vigor of his 
vision, a man driven by the need to see. In speaking of Monet, Cyrus Weekes has 
wisely concentrated on his eye, that source of brilliance which perceived as no one 
has done before and which transmuted that vision onto canvases which first outraged 
and later delighted art spectators. Free from the meanderings of the less scrupulous 
biographies of artists, this life of Monet should have a particularly strong appeal

LA CHINA POBLANA $3.95 





This flowery book by the author of tlephant Outlaw, Musa the Shoemaker, etc., 
is the heavily fictionized “biography” of a 17th-century Cochin China princess, Myrrha, 
who was kidnapped and sent as a slave to Mexico where, as "The Chinese Villager" (La 
China Poblana) or simply “The China" she won a fame that still endures for her beauty, 
piety and good works. According to the author, who spent years searching for informa- 
tion about her heroine, Myrrha, "Princess Royal, slave and concubine, poet and musician, 
scholar, friend of the friendless," etc., was the daughter of the Grand Mogul of Cochin 
China and a concubine, The Pearl; possessed of superlative beauty and grace, trained in 
the harem arts of seduction, she was desired by the Grand Vizier but was instead captured 
by Portuguese slavers and shipped to a Manila slave-pen and the degrading brutality of a 
devilish slave-master. Brought to Mexico, she was bought by a rich Catholic, de Sosa, 
who with a priest took her to his home in Puebla, treating her like 6 daughter and convert- 
ing her to the Catholic faith. Famed for her great beauty and her many accomplishments 
Myrrha longed to devote herself to God but was denied entrance to a convent because of her 
experiences in the Manila slave-pen. After a life spent working for the welfare of others 
she died in 1688 at the age of 80. Vaguely documented but written with obvious sincerity, 
this cliche-loaded book, told from the Catholic viewpoint, will appeal to devotees of 
supposedly true tales of beauty in distress. (1C:60-12625) 
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
